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THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted .Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in the 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? We pre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness.

It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys-

Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher's Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life, Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
"interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe, 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God 
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in his perfection and power is the God-Man 
or the Man-God, the Seed of universal 
perpetuity. Jesus the Christ was God Al- 
mighty; the Holy Spirit was the product 
of his transmutation, or the burning of 
his body. 


Messianic Law.— The *coming of the 
Messiah is as inevitable as the reproduc- 
tion of the seed. The divine Seed was 
sown nineteen hundred years ago; the 
firstfruit is another Messianic personality. 
The Messiah is now in the world, declar- 
ing the scientific Gospel. 


Reincarnation is the central law of life— 
the law of the resurrection; reincarnation 
and resurrection are identical. Resur- 
rection is reached through a succession of 
re-embodiments. One generation passes 
into another; the millions of humanity 
march down the stream of time together. 


The Spiritual World.—Heaven and hell 
are in humanity, and constitute the 
spiritual world; the spiritual domain is 
mental, and is in the natural humanity— 
not in the sky. 


Human Destiny.—Origin and destiny 
are one and the same. The origin of man 
is God, and God is man’s destiny. God is 
the highest product of the universe, the 
apex of humanity. Absorption into 
Nirvana is entrance into eternal life—in 
the interior spheres of humanity, not in 
the sky or atmosphere. 


Immortality in the Flesh.—Koreshan- 
ity declares and defines the laws of im- 
mortality, and its attainment in the 
natural world. The first step is recogni- 
tion of the Messiah and the application of 
his truth. KORESH was the first in modern 
times to announce the possbility of over- 
coming death in the natural world, in the 
flesh. 


Celibacy.—The saving of human life 
consists in the conservation and appropria- 
tion of life in humanity. To become im- 
mortal, one must cease to propagate life 
on the plane of mortality. The standard 
of Koreshan purity is the virgin life of 
Jesus the Messiah. The Central Order of 
the Koreshan Unity is Celibate and Com- 
munistic. Celibacy obtains in the cen- 
tral nucleus, never in the world at large. 


Psychology.—Koreshanity points to the 
basis of all psychic phenomena—the hu- 
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man brain. It explains the phenomena 
of spiritism, mental healing, etc. and 
teaches the science of the relation of mind 
and matter. : 

The Bible.—The Bible is the best 
written expression of the divine Mind; it 
is written in the language of universal 
symbolism, and must be scientifically in- 
terpreted, Koreshanity demonstrates the 
truth and scientific accuracy of the Scrip- 


` tures, and proves its astronomy, alchemy, 


theology, ethnology, etc. There is no 
conflict between the Bible and genuine 
Science; the Bible and the natural uni- 
verse must agree in their expression of 
the divine Mind. 


Comm\unism.—Koreshanity advocates, 
communism, not only of the goods of life 
but of life itself. It has not only the 
scientific theory of communism, but is 
practically communistic in the relations 
and affairs of its own people, In this it 
corresponis to the primitive Christian 
church, where all things were held in 
common. The bond of the true com- 
munism js the true religion, and the 
central personality of the divine com- 
munism ijs the Messiah. 


Koreshan Socialism.—Our Social System 
is patterned after the form of the natural 
cosmos; “iat form is the natural expres- 
sion of the lawsof order. Wedemonstrate 
the fallacy of competism; advocate the de- 
struction of the money power; the control 
of the products of industry by the govern- 
ment, and the equitable distribution of 
the goods of life. Koreshanity will abolish 
wage slavery, and make it impossible for 
men to accumulate wealth and impoverish 
the people. 


Church and State.—The true form of 
government is the divine Imperialism, the 
unity of church and state; such will be the 
Kingdom of Godinearth. The Govern- 
ment of the New Age will be in the unity 
of the empire and the republic, involving 
the principles of all present forms of 
government, which are but fragments of 
the perfect system which existed in 
ancient times—in the Golden Age of the 
past. The government of the universe is 
imperialistic, and humanity will consti- 
tute a unit only when every class is em- 
placed at rest and liberty as are the strata, 
stars, and spheres of the physical cosmos.

Thus Root and 
Branch are consumed in Cyrus, the Messenger of the 
Covenant. But what has this to do with such as do 
wickedly? Did the Lord Christ in his coming nine- 
teen hundred years ago, or does Cyrus the Messenger 
now, do wickedly ? 

Jesus came into the world to be eaten by the world. 
Modern Christianity denies this. What does the Lord 
say about it? “Labour not for the meat which perish- 
eth, but for that meat which endureth unto everlasting 
[age-lasting] life, which the Son of man shall give unto 
you: for him hath God the Father sealed.” ‘Our 
fathers did eat manna in the desert; as it is written, 
He gave them bread from heaven to eat. Then Jesus 
said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Moses 
gave you not that bread from heaven; but my Father 
giveth you the true bread from heaven. For the bread 
of God is he which cometh down from heaven, and 
giveth life unto the world." 

“Then said they unto him, Lord, evermore give us 
this bread. And Jesus said unto them, I am the bread 
of life: he that cometh to me shall never hunger; and 
he that believeth on me shall never thirst." ‘““The Jews 
then murmured at him." “Jesus therefore answered 
and said unto them, Murmur not among yourselves. 
No man can come to me except the Father [who was in 
the Lord Christ] which hath sent me draw him: and I 
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will raise him up at the last day." At the last day, 
then, or at the end of the age, is the time when they 
come to him, and the time when they will in no wise be 
cast out. | 

The law of appropriation or eating is, that the sub- 
stance eaten is transformed to the body making the 
appropriation. The chureh which ate the body and 
drank the blood of the Lord (through his theocrasis) 
was a sinful church, and was not to come into life until 
raised up at the last day, or end of the aion; that is, 
dispensation or age. The power which was to raise up, 
was the life of God which the church, as the Grand Man 
or the sinful body of Christ, had eaten. God will not 
effect the resurrection by being out of man, as an ex- 
trinsic force, but by being an intrinsic potency of trans- 
formation, converting the body of sin to the body of 
righteousness, through the power of thebread and wine; 
namely, the Lord's flesh and blood, transmitted to the 
world through the theocrasis, which was the conversion 
of his person to Holy Spirit. 


It is a fundamental doctrine of Koreshanity that 
the Lord, in passing down by the operation of the Spirit 
into the humanity, as the life of God, was transformed, 
in the sinful church or body, to sin. Thus was fulfilled 
the declaration made of him: “For he bath made him 
to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in him." (II Cor. v: 21.) 
When is he made the righteousness of God in him? 
When he should raise us up at the last day; certainly 
not before that, otherwise the doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion is a farce. Did the Lord Christ become sin in the 
race? Read what Ezekiel says of him: “Son of man, 
take up à lamentation upon the king of Tyrus [Tyrus 
signifies rock], and say unto him, thus saith the Lord 
God; Thou sealest up the sum, [bear in mind that it is 
said of Jesus, ‘him hath God the Father sealed,’] full of 
wisdom, and perfect in beauty." This could be said of 
none but Christ the Lord. 


“Thou hast been in Eden, the Garden of God; every 
precious stone was thy covering, the sardius, topaz, 


and the diamond, the beryl, the onyx and the jasper, 


the sapphire, the emerald, and thecarbuncle, and gold."

his knowledge of the properties of matter. Thus he 
escapes death and in passing out kindles the fire which 
is said to burn up the world (the human world). 

The want of symmetry that is found in the great 
men who kindle enthusiasm by their virtues expressed 
on some specific line, is due to their incompleteness. 
They are not in possession of the spiritual entities 
which have belonged to them in the past both in the 
spheres of human life and in the divine. The intermedi- 
ary function is to reassemble and to blend. The Mes- 
siah involves the spiritual life of the past, and through 
this function he is the great magnet. His charm is 
seen for those who are related to him. He brings back 
their own to the souls astray from God in the realms of 
thought where God is not. He fills up the gap in hu- 
man existence by bringing it into contact with angelic 
purity and super-sensual bliss. 

The substance of life comes from the dematerializa- 
tion of the visible body of the Messianie person. Could 
it beimparted in any other manner than through the 
translation of a man it would be no example of the 
central law of the universe; for it is found that the 
transformation of matter to spirit and of spirit to 
matter is at the heart of Nature. The change of the 
visible body of the Messiah from matter to spirit gives 
the spiritual entities polated in him liberty to seek 
their related spheres of attraction. 

The first subject of interest for the world, when à 
person announces himself as the Messiah, is to differenti- 
atehis claims. How to distinguish between the true 
and the false—this is the source of great unrest. There 
is an infallible test by which to distinguish between the 
various claimants. The right one will be known to his 
own followers by their love for himself. He will be in 
possession of the laws that govern translation. ` 

The devotees of the cult known as “Christian sci- 
ence" do not speak of the personality of the Messiah, 
but of the “Christ-principle.” A principle without a 
person to exposit it, seems a strange anomaly. Would 
the principle of geometry ever have come into the world 
without a person to formulate its propositions? No 
principle ever gained expression except through a per- 
son. Principles are not running about the streets to 
beembraced. Without the operation of the Messianic 
law, operative in the personal Messiah, no “Christ- 
principle" would have been found. 

To embrace the *'Christ-principle," would mean to 
practice the doctrines taught by the Christ nineteen 
hundred years ago, which include practical communism 
and the destruction of modern commercialism. The 
devotees of the cult named above do not in any way 
adhere to these practical commands of the personal 
Jesus, and the principle they observe so closely is viti- 
ated in their teachings as well as in the modern church. 

The differentiation of the Messianic personality 
from all others in a given cycle of years is one of the 
most important as well as one of the greatest decis- 
ions. To compass his physical destruction, the wise 
and the great band themselves together on account of 
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the severity of his doctrines. “The truth,” says Bishop 
Potter, “is always antagonistic to the world.” The 
doctrine of a philosophic communism is not attractive 
to the majority of persons, but the early church was 
founded under this impulse in its purity; so the new 
church of this age must be distinguished by the same 
spirit which founded the old. 

‘The Messianic personality must discourse of him- 
self, because like Jesus, he knows that he can impart the 
substance of life whereby man becomes immortal. 
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THE COMING ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 


The Peculiar and Striking Astrological Relations and Significances at 
the Time, in Respect to Russia. 


HE TOTAL ECLIPSE of the sun that occurs on the 
thirtieth of August, seems likely to provide the 
spectators of the drama now being enacted in the East, 
with some spectacular effects that will probably exceed 
in interest and far-reaching consequences, anything 
that has gone before. The feature that renders this 
eclipse more remarkable than those that have preceded 
vitin recent years, is the close opposition of Mars and 
‘Jupiter from the fifth degree of Gemini and Sagittarius 
respectively. The occultation takes place in the sixth 
degree of Virgo; so the two opposing planetsform an al- 
“most exact square to that point in the Zodiac where the 
solar rays are cut off, exciting thereby its potencies for 
good or ill to the fullest extent, and adding piquancy 
and force to every event and consequence it fathers. 
The astrologer’s knowledge of the import of solar 
and lunar eclipses is commensurate with the astrono- 
mer’s acquaintance with the cause that creates them; 
and nothing that has so far been set forth in Koreshan 
‘literature throws much light on the problem of their 
significance and relation to the affairs of the human 
race, although the process whereby the ray is cut off in 
the physical world, has been fully explained and demon- 
‘strated in the CELLULAR CosmoGony and other literature. 
Any obstruction that inhibits the life-giving ray of 
good is a sure harbinger of evil results accruing from 
any event that takes place at the time of occultation; 
and experience, if not science, has demonstrated that 
births taking place at these Per OOV moments 
yield still-born children. 
The particular effect of an eclipse on the affairs of a 
given nation, group of people, or single individual, will 


depend on the quarter of the heavens in which it takes: 


place, and is thus determined by the local time of the 
conjunction. Viewed from St. Petersburg, this eclipse 
which takes place at about a quarter past three in the 
afternoon, is particularly ominous. Sagittary and

HE MASTERPIECES of English literature have 
held their places in the affection of the world.

It is the work of one whose 
soul was keenly alive to all the harmonies of Nature, 
and who marked every shade of difference between her 
smallest objects. The poetic imagery of every line 
where the choice of words seems to paint pictures in the 
reader’s mind gives satisfaction and pleasure. The 
beautiful description of the garden and the fair spirit 
which presided over its destinies, is in startling contrast 
with the havoc wrought through her death and the 
dying season. 

The conclusion is in some respects the least impor- 
tant of the divisions of the poem, though it is gracefully 
done. The real thought lies in the recognition of the 
conscious dependence of one kingdom upon another 
and the terrible destruction in both kingdoms by the 
same agent. The flowers knew when the funeral train 
passed by and felt their loss. 

The sensitive plant is typical of a spirit finely 
touched to finer issues, but it had its part in the general 
decay. So did Shelley; the lovely spirit himself faded 
from earth, leaving some of the most exquisite songs 
in a minor key. The poet’s voice is silent now and his 
lute unstrung. His grave is never shown without a 
sigh for the premature death which was so tragic in the 
minds of his contemporaries. His life meant nothing 
but suffering, for the sensitive plants that shiver at the 
touch of a strange hand are a type of the true poet. 


The poetical aspect of Shelley’s character was no 
stronger than his passion for reform. He had to en- 
counter as many obstacles as were needed to develop 
his capacities—and in the matter of reform, who does 
not meet with obstacles? Certainly not one who runs 
counter to established theology sofar as to denounce the 
man-made god of the dictators of thought and call him 
the “Almighty fiend." Injudicious as some of Shelley’s 
movements were and deeply to be deplored, yet was he 
in his heart the advocate of the people, moved by their 
distresses, dim-eyed at their sorrows, working for them 
in his own way to demolish idols and fetiches in the 


market-place. 


“The Sensitive Plant" shows Shelley’s lyric endow- 


ment; and it also shows that he had no sympathy with 
the modern sentimentalism over sin and death. The 
horrible aspect of the garden overgrown with weeds 
and decaying plants is a true picture of the foulness of 
a world that prefers to die and calls the grave the por- 
tal of immortality. Shelley's passion for reform kept 
alive his hope of the golden age, for as all agree, that 
happy time is one of the themes of his verse. He recurs 
to it often and loved to see it as a possibility. 

The perfect fruition of the ages past, is it not seen 
in this dream of poets and sages coming to be realized 
in the birth of a new nation which shall sanctify and 
glorify the earth? The kingdom of God will come in 
its beauty and its power. Then shall death be de- 
stroyed which put all things under him.

The New Testament Doctrine of Immortality. 


HE MEMBERS of the modern Christian church 
claim succinctly that immortality isto be reached 
througheorruptible dissolution. They claim that death 
has been instituted for the purpose of inducting them 
into the presence of the Almighty, and that his provision 
for the race does not include anything similar to the 
Lord’s translation operative in themselves. 
Immortality as a doctrine of the Christian church, 
is shown in as many as six passages in the New Testa- 
ment. Anexamination of these passages shows that 
immortality is predicated of none but “the blessed and 
only Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of lords; 
who only hath immortality, dwelling in the light which 
no man can approach unto: whom no man hath seen, 
nor ean see." (I Tim. vi: 15,16.) Ifnoman can see the 
Immortal One, it must be that he is above the plane of 


‘mortality. The subsequent statements (II Tim. i: 10 


and Rom. ii; 7) to the effect that Jesus Christ *brought 
life and immortality to light through the gospel ;" also 
that God “will render to every man according to his 
deeds: to them who by patient continuance in well- 
doing, seek for glory, and honor, and immortality; eter- 
nal life," show that ordinary men are to betrausformed 
into the image of the invisible One. 

Immortality is, then, something to be attained. The 
remaining passages relating to immortality are found 
in I Cor. xv: 53,54. Here is where the modern church 
findsthe Koreshan autbority from a Biblical view-point, 
for the doctrine that immortality or the Arch-natural 
state, is not to be reached by death. The Apostle says 
absolutely that this corruptible must put on incorrup- 
tion and this mortal must put on immortality. 

Now who can contend that to lie down in the grave 
and see corruption is to put on incorruption? Is not 
the Apostle’s statement a clear refutation of the posi- 
tion taken by the church in its declension, that man 
becomes immortal through thegrave? Read theinspir- 
ing words of the Apostle that death is swallowed up in 
victory. Does it show the triumph over death when we 
see him gloating over theform of his victim lying supine . 
before him? The triumph of death is seen in every 
coffin lid shut down upon its occupant. 
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The wonderful doctrine of immortality as pro- 
claimed through Koreshanity is the hope of the world 
today. It has inspired the Prophets and Apostles of 
the past. It was brought to light in the Gospel by the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

“The spirit shall return to God who gave it." This 
is a passage quoted by a modern Christian to support 
his belief that no such change as passing out alive is in 
store for the members of Christ’s church. The Lord 
Jesus was planted in the race at the beginning of the 
age. This was by means of his translation; and spirit- 
ual entities of a higher character were implanted in 
the human will. At the end of the age, the same spirit 
will come up in the resurrection to meet that of the 
_ Lord, and will return to its Giver.

Suppose an eminent scientist makes the discovery 
that microbes are scavengers, and that instead of des- 
troying life they help on the economy of Nature. What 
is the theory of disease to be imagined in this case? 
The diseases of humanity are incidental to the mortal 
or dying state. Itis the aim of Koreshanity to over- 
come mortality. This isa greater thing than to find 
out a cure for tuberculosis, the dread foe to human life. 

The history of medicine shows it is empirical. 
Sometimes it effects a cure, or is supposed to cure. The 
drug system has its uses, but to reach a state where no 
drugs are needed is the aim of the most important sci- 
ence—the science of immortal life.

THE ESSENTIAL PERSONALITY OF DEITY. 
Koreshanity Emphasizes the Truth in Contrast With the Vagaries Pro- 
mulgated Throughout Christendom.

ODERN PHASES of thought on religious subjects 

are numerous and diversified. There is a verita- 

ble confusion of mental tongues, so to speak. Among 
uncivilized races we find believers in the competency of 
the fetich to shield and save from harm; the invokers 
ofimagined protective and salvatory powers derived 
from innumerable kinds of idols; those who are said to 


- pray to trees or stones; those who deify rivers, the 


ocean, fire, and the sun. 

Among civilized races we have people who denomi- 
nate themselves individualists, believing that God is an 
inherent factor of their own personal being, regardless 


of the fact that they are filthy through use of tobacco, 


whiskey, and other degrading mediums. Agnosties ex- 
ist who claim that nothing can be proven or known of 
life, or anything in fact. 

The worst phase, however, is that most prevalent 
and detrimental vagary of the Christian world—the 
God “without body and without parts’’—infinite, un- 
limited, and unknowable.. This conception naturally 
gives the universe, from their stand-point, the same 
qualities of infinity or illimitability. It is this special 
chimera with which we wish to deal. 

The first consideration in question is: Has anyone 
in the natural world ever seen a thing without body or 
limitation? It is possible to present a multitude of 
objects with definite bounds of length, breadth, and 
thickness. Who will bring to our notice one thing 
having existence without these concomitant qualities? 
Build a house of bricks and the result will be a brick 
house. Build a universe of things that have form, and 
the completed structure will possess form and limita- 
tion. If the universe contains all, it must necessarily 
reach itstimit when everything has been encompassed 
and comprehended. - 

The material side of the cosmos is not all there is in 
creation, however. If matter were unchangeable there 
could be no impulse, no life. There is a spiritual side 
of existence, the result of the transmutation of matter. 
The two are interconvertible. Matter depends upon 
the destruction of spirit and its materialization. Spirit 
depends upon the destruction of matter and its trans- 
lation to the corresponding essence or spirit. The con- 
stant exchange of these correlatives constitutes a pulsa- 
tion or breathing. as it were, which gives balance to 
existence. 

Spirit, or energy, never works outside of matter. 
The amount of force and activity in spirit depends 
entirely upon the quality of elaboration through ma- 
terial bases. Mind being spirit, must depend upon 
matter for its generation. The Creator then, must, in 
order to think, have brains as the tangible substance 
from which to generate mentality. If God has material 
brains they must naturally be active in a natural 
body. God, then, is personal. 

Wherever we find the man who reveals the laws and 
proofs of universal being, there we find the natural, 
tangible Savior. The God of modern Christianity there- 
fore, has no foundation in fact; it is a prodigious fallacy 
to be assiduously avoided. 
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IRE AND FROST AND FLOOD are a few of the 
most external elements and factors of destruction with 
which the people of the Koreshan Unity have had to con- 
tend in years past. These natural elements frequently 
reduce to ruin in an hour that which has required time and 
means and energy to construct and develop. But every 
form of destruction has its use. It cannot be denied that 
forms of disaster have contributed to the ultimate success 
of many peoples. The news goes out to the world that the 
Koreshan Unity has recently sustained loss by fire. The 
San Carlos Hotel at St. James City, with adjoining build- 
ings, burned on early morning of July 26. The buildings 
and most of their furnishings were reduced to ashes in a brief 
space of time. ‘The loss sustained by the Koreshan Unity 
in the conflagration is perhaps as much as $20,000; probably 
much more would be required to replace all that was burned. 
The Institution at St. James City was but a branch of the 
main Koreshan settlement in Florida; the hotel was located 
on Pine Island, about twenty miles from the location of our 
Headquarters, the heart of the town of Estero. "The prop- 
erty destroyed constituted but a small portion of our posses- 
sions in this part of the State. The loss may be considered 
a heavy one, but it is not irretrievable. From the ashes of 
the recent conflagration there will spring something greater 
and more useful in the development of our work. We may 
be encouraged by the striking instances of the rising of the 
phcenix from its own ashes, afforded in the examples of 
Chicago, Baltimore, and Jacksonville. No one looking 
upon the blackened ruins created by fire passing over these 
cities, failed to feel deep regrets that so much valuable 
property should be laid in waste. But thrift and energy 
have long since reared upon the sites of desolation, the 
great temples of finance, industry, and commerce. Fire 
but removed the old structures far more rapidly than could 
have been done by contractors and wrecking companies. 
The great disasters by fire and other elements are often 
blessings in disguise. Stimulation to greater activity places 
a business or an institution upon a better basis than ever 
before. The Koreshans are not mourning over their loss. 
For the time being we realize the effect of the fire; in years 
to come we may point to this time as the beginning of more 
earnest endeavor to build up and maintain the Koreshan 
Institutions in the South, Notwithstanding the loss by 
fire, the Koreshan Unity stands upon a firmer basis, with 
greater possessions and greater courage, than ever before. 
Adverse elements in both the physical and human spheres 
do not seriously retard the progress of the Koreshan System 
and its Institutions. Less than two years ago, when we 
removed from Chicago to Estero, we owned a few hundred 
acres of Florida soil; and we brought to this point one of 
the best equipped printing establishments in the State. 
Since coming to Florida the development of our work has 
been surprising to many people. 
vested over $60,000 in factors of future development that 
will ultimately yield enormous results. We have built up 
a town; we own nearly 8,000 acres of land, and today are 
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In this time we have in- - 
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clear of all indebtedness. We have a credit established, a 
standing in the business world; our force and energy are 
recognized, and our work in general is admitted to bea 
great factor in the advertisement and development of Lee 
County. Against all odds the Koreshan Institutions suc- 
ceed. The records of Koreshan progress will some day 
read like records of miracle. When its destiny is reached 
it will be comparatively easy for one to follow the path of 
Progress, and note here and there the causes and conse- 
quences of various events, all arranged in beautiful har- 
mony—the harmony of necessity and the rhythm of possibil- 
ity, the music of joyous advance to victory. ‘The Leader of 
the Koreshan movement is a marvel of courage; he is daring 
and dauntless, a man of strength, a man of deeds, Seeing 
ultimate success and victory from the present position and 
point of our progress, he but smiles at adversity, and he 
imbues and endows his people with the spirit of advance- 
ment despite obstacles which may, from one side or the 
other, be thrown in our way. Fire is one of the great fac- 
tors by which the world is to be revolutionized. The com- 
ing great conflagration is one of the themes of KORESH; 
that fire will be one of great adversity to old institutions, to 
the spirit and life of the old world; but it will purify, 
remove dross, and destroy debris; and from the burning of 
the old world, the new forms will rise, phcenix-like, the 
true type of the resurrection.

The subject of the education of business men is dis- 
cussed in one of John Brisben Walkers characteristic 
editorials in the Cosmopolitan; but what he says may be 
applicable to the education of general classes of people. A 
number of good suggestions relative to education is given, 
aud it is even pointed out that a knowledge of the universe 
is essential: “It goes without saying that the nearer one 
comes to Truth—that is, to a clear understanding of the con- 
ditions which surround us—the more certain is he to achieve 
happiness, the more certain to accomplish results. If the 
youth starts out in a fog of deception, his every effort must 
be hampered. If he comprehends but dimly the causes at 
work about him, he is likely to deceive himself and to de- 
ceive others. Therefore, in the acquisition of knowledge, 
comes first and fundamentally some comprehension of the 
universe. As a preliminary accompaniment to business 
training there should be brief studies of the known facts, 
first concerning the universe, and secondly, of our own 
globe. If one starts in ignorance of things which concern 
alllife, there will be endless groping in the dark." For 
many years the Founder of Koreshanity has pointed out 
the necessity for a true comprehension of the physical cos- 
mos, as an essential basis of all science; but many people 
have said that the form of the cosmos makes no difference 
with knowledge or attainment in practical lines. Here is 
au editor advocating that a knowledge of the universe is 
necessary even to a business man. In the study of the 
character of the Almighty Cause of the cosmos, the physical 
world certainly should be studied—for the character of the 


great effect portrays the character of the great Cause. 
Once let the form and function of the universe be under- 
stood, and the many problems which now confront the scien- 
tific world will find satisfactory solution. The importance of 
the Cellular Cosmogony in this connection isclear. Numer- 
ous unsolved problems confront the modern scientists be- 
cause they do not possess a knowledge of the cosmos; they 
know nothing concerning the universe as a whole. They 
are ignorant of its character. "They start in ignorance of 
the things which concern all life, and there is a groping in 
the dark. In the education of the young, a start is made 
in a fog of deception, and efforts in every direction are 
hampered. The scientists do not pretend to have discovered 
anything certain relative to the character and extent of the 
cosmos. ‘They are on a voyage of discovery, they say. 
They are searching everywhere for some clue to the solu- 
tion of the great mystery. Of astronomical photography, 
Professor Serviss says that the final result of present efforts 
in that line ‘‘will be to produce a photographic chart of all 
that portion of it [the Milky Way ] visible from our latitudes, 
and the study of such a chart may furnish the #ey that 
astronomers have sought for centuries to the organic struc- 


ture of the universe."

The editor of the Scientific American concludes that 
“the universe is alive, is a living organism. This is famil- 
iar also; it was said in India many thousands of years ago, 
and has teemed on the pages of all Aryan literature since. 
None gave it attention, thinking it to be a vagary of some 
poet." And then he adds: ‘‘It isa wonderful thing to 
be upon a mountain and watch the scientific literature 
change. * * Circulation throughout the universe is rigid 
proof of conservation. Radiance is manufactured on the 
surface of suns. Radium is all right, aud does not conflict 
with conservation. It receives and pays out like suns. So 
does everything else. The radiations of most phases of 
matter are too feeble to be detected by present means. For 
the words action and reaction are equal. They ought to 
go.into the new Principia thus: Action and return are 
equal." This means that everything that is given out by 
the sun must return to it. It should be known by any 
thoughtful mind that no such return could be made without 
a limited cosmos, without the reflex action of a universal 
circumference. "The conception of such a universe is found 
in the Cellular Cosmogony. ‘The universe 7s alive; it is an 
organism. KomxsH taught this long ago, not because it 
was suggested by Orientalists, but because he discovered 
the laws of the existence and perpetuity of the universe, 
and demonstrated its form, which is cellular. It is turning 
out that the ancients knew far more than the modern scien- 
tists. An Eastern sage has said: “The first lesson this 
taught us was, that we did not live oz the earth, but WITH- 
IN the earth, at the line of liquid and gaseous changes, 
where the three forms of matter meet and mingle and inter- 
change with each other. We saw that we lived in a narrow 
belt, or skin, of the earth, not more than roo miles thick, 
perhaps not more than ro miles." The writer of the above 
also makes an arraignment of modern science, as follows: 
“There can be no system of metaphysics without a solid 
foundation of physics. The idea is unthinkable. The one 
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grows out of the other. It is its life, its flower, its fruit. 
You have no western system of physics. Your physics are 
without form and void; patchwork, constantly changing. 
'There is no substantial foundation for any system of meta- 
physies. What you say or do in physics is fragmentary or 
chaotic." No such charge can be brought against the 
Koreshan System, because it is integral; and as indicated by 
numerous utterances in the secular and scientific press, in 
the pulpit and reform field, Koreshanity is giving a power- 
ful impetus to the world of thought. The source of the 
powerful impulse will ere long be recognized; the rising 
Sun will soon be observed by the millions!

During the past decade or 
so, the memory of Napoleon has revived; there has been a 
marked demand for Napoleonic literature. Millions of peo- 
ple are interested in the study of the character of the great 
Corsican. If the march of empire is westward, it follows 
that the spirit of empire, comprised of the entities or the 
spirits of great men, is tranposed from east to west. Every 
indication points to the fact that the spirit of Napoleon is 
in America, though by the world unknown and unrecog- 
nized in his present embodiment. A Bonaparte in the Presi- 
dent's cabiuet and at the head of the American navy sug- 
gests that the spirit of the greater Bonaparte is here, and 
that the spirit of imperialism is active in the West.
